contemplate a memorial lo a government agent, 
being forced to abandon their purpose because 
Ihe government agent told them nol to. Indeed, 
it is impossible to imagine such a memorial even 
being cast in Iho form of a round-robin with its 
suggestion of shirking individual responsibility. 
The incident would not happen with an Amer- 
ican cast because journalists in this country 
have a good deal to do with public opinion, and 
puhlic opinion makes or breaks officials. 
It 


could not happen in any country whore there is 
a free press and universal franchise. 
In such 


countries government is the servant, not the 
master of the people. 


Rut this Kalo incident sufficiently demon- 


strates that in Japan government is the; master. 
That Hie group of eminent Japanese journalists 
should have been so impressed by the fairness 
of the American naval proposals as lo decide for 
a round-robin demanding their government 
agree lo them is interesting, as showing that 
Japanese puhlic opinion is in accord with ours 
and that of European peoples. 
But it is only 


interesting; hardly more. The really important 
feature of the incident was the 'confident and 
brusque use of the big stick by Kato. 
Public 


opinion in Japan makes little difference to the 
government. The press is fold to shut up and 
popular outcry is ignored. Other delegations at 
the conference are more or less amenable to the. 
effect of publicity upon Iheir policies. But such 
illumination doesn't count with Japan. 
She 


must be. dealt with on other terms.
